BAILEY’S AMENDMENT 


But Will Still Try to Have His Own 
Proposal Adopted. 








CULBERSON FIGHTS BAILEY 





Morgan Comes Out Against the Rate 
Bill—McLaurin Injects Politics 
Into the Debate. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 9.—President 


Roosevelt has indorsed the Bailey amend- 
ment to the Rate bill, which would pre- 
vent suspension by the courts, pending 
litigation of rates made by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. Senator 
Culberson is now the chief obstacle to its 
acceptance and to an agreement among 


Republican and Democratic supporters 
of the Administration. 

Word was brought to Mr. Balley to-day 
by a leading Democratic Senator who had 
been to the White House that the amend- 
ment was satisfactory to the President. 
Mr. Roosevelt gave this Senator full per- 
mission to make this announcement in 
any way he chose. 

At the same time Mr. Roosevelt will 
not do anything to insure the acceptance 
of the amendment by his Republican su>- 
porters. So far as the [atter have any 
information the President still stands by 
the Long amendment. The conclusion 
ireached by most of those who have 
; talked over this situation is that Mr. 

Roosevelt would be satisfied with either 
the Long or the Bailey amendment. 

The Bailey amendment would stand a 
good chance were it not for Senator Cul- 
berson. That gentleman has turned away 
several Democratic Senators who but for 
his opposition would have swarmed to 
the Bailey proposition. Culberson's jeal- 
ousy of Bailey is notorious, but this Is 
the first time it has had any particu- 
lar effect on fegisiation. Texas is too 
small for both of these men. Bailey at 
| first made overtures to Culberson, but 
|they were never accepted, and Bailey 
has ceased to make them. 

Wise Senators have been watching the 








movements of Senator Aldrich all 
through the pending debate. Numerous 
conferences which he has had of late 


with Democratic Senators have aroused 
little curiosity. To-day Democratic 
| Senators awakened to the belief that he 
had a better idea of what they believed 
individually and collectively than any one 
of themselves. 

Senator Bailey will to-morrow make his 
long-expected speech on the constitution- 
ality of his amendment and the question 
whether there is such a thing as judicial 
power distinguished from jurisdiction. 

A curious scene was witnessed in the 
Senate to-day. Mr. Morgan, who, though 
nominally a Democrat, makes up his mind 
on every question in accordance with his 
own State’s rights principles, spoke against 
the Rate bill. It was an old-fashioned 
State’s right argument, in favor of leav- 
ing such questions to the States. Mr. Knox 
and the other Senators of the group who 
are opposed to the Presidgnt’s policy sat 
around him with upturned faces, drinking 
in his words, : 

Mr. Morgan said he was opposed to the 
bill because it created a National com- 
mission that would be under the control 
of the railroads. 

“In the end,” he said, “the United 
States will own all the railroads,” a con- 
dition which he did not like to contem- 
plate. ‘‘The demand for the control of 
the railroads is a sudden growth,” he 
continued, ‘‘and is due to the enormous 
increase of commerce. But it must be 
remembered that much of the business is 
done by the State railroads, and the rights 
of the States must be respected.” 

He spoke of the dangers of the manage- 
ment of the railroad systems of the 
United States by fifty magnates, and 
predicted ‘‘a cyclone of Socialism with 
consequent wreckage of values as the re- 
sult of their unbridled control of this 
great power.” He believed the States 
could control the roads single-handed, but 
if aid trom the National Government was 
necessary it could be granted by a few 
simple enactments. 

Senator McLaurin of Mississippi also 
spoke to-day. He announced himself in 
full sympathy with both the leading prop- 
ositions of the Bailey amendment—that 
for a full court review and for a prohibi- 
tion of temporary injunctions, The latter 
part of the speech was devoted to a dis- 
cussion of the political aspects of the 
question. 

‘““We frequently hear from Republicans 
and read in Republican newspapers,” he 
said, ‘“‘of the non-partisanness—if I may 
coin a word—of this measure. But these 
Republicans and Republican newspapers 
in discussing it speak of it as the Presi- 
dent’s policy—as if the President was the 
Columbus of it.” 

He declared the Long amendment was 
similar to the Bailey amendment, which 
was put out first, but the Democrats are 
now invited to go over and help carry out 
the President’s policy. 

“If this is non-political legislation,” he 
continued, ‘“‘ what good reascn can be 
given for ignoring the amendment offered 
by the Senator from Texas? It is far 
more explicit and better adapted to do 
justice and reach the just end sought to 
be attained. This is not a policy discov- 
ered and copyrighted or patented by the 
President. It is a policy proclaimed and 
advocated by the Democratic Party long 
since, and opposed by the President and 
Republican Party until less than a year 
and a half ago, when the President seems 
to have first seen its beneficence.”’

Medical Expert Tells President Deaths 
Here Exceed the Births. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Dr. Seale Har- 
ris, Professor of Medicine in the Univer- 
sity of Alabama, at Mobile, talked to the 
!President to-day about the ravages of 
consumption among the negroes of the 
South. 

He said {t was the opinion of medical 
men generally in the South that the negro 
race was likely to become extinct in this 
country through the ravages of disease, 
especially consumption. Statistics showed, 
he declared, that the death rate among the 
members of the race in America was 
greater than the birth rate.

Big Sum WIIl Not Be Sufficient for 
the Government's Needs.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 9.—I hear 
that a ukase will be publyshed explain- 
ing the destination of all moneys to be 
borrowed. The total loan will be £92,- 
000,000 ($460,000,000) at 5 per cent. is- 
sued bankers at 85, France taking £50,- 
000,000, London, Amsterdam, and New 
York each £4,000,000, and Russian 
banks £30,000,000, the amount origin- 
ally assigned to Berlin. 

The Government will obtain a little 
over £80,000,000. Of this, £25,000,000 
will be required to pay the recent issue 
of short bonds, while the remaining 
£55,000,000 will not suffice to cover the 
expenses of the war, famine relief, and 
deficit in the budget. 

The Opposition organs continue to 
complain against the conclusion of a 
foreign loan before the Douma meets. 
They are afraid that the Government, 
having obtained a large sum of money, 
will try to terrorize the Douma, just as 
it terrorized the elections, but the 
money to be borrowed now will barely 
suffice to pay the most pressing debts, 
and will leave no surplus in the Gov- 
ernment’s hands, and consequently will 
not encourage any inclination to brow- 
beat the Douma, more especially in 
view of the sweeping victory of the Op- 
position. 

A prominent financier said that un- 
less the loan was procured within a 
month, the Government would be un- 
able to meét its payments. The per- 
sistent drain of gold, the difficulty of 
collecting revenue, and other adverse 
conditions resulting from the sins of 
the Government have brought the 


country to the very verge of bank- 
ruptcy. 


FREE PASS BILL VETOED. 


Gov. Warfield Says He Is Willing to 
Pay His Fare.

BALTIMORE, April 9.—Gov. Warfield 
does not approve of free passes for State 
officials on the railroads, The Legislature 
just adjourned made it hot for the rail- 
roads throughout the session, concluding 
its war upon those corporations by pass- 
ing a two-cent-a-mile rate bill and a 
measure to compel the railroads to fur- 
nish free transportition to all State offi- 
cials, including members of the Legis- 
lature.

HAS MUCK RAKE SPEECH ALSO. 


Longworth Denounces the Fashion of 
Assailing Public Men. 


CHICAGO, April 9.—Congressman Nich- 
olas Longworth was the guest of honor at 
a dinner given to-night in the Auditorium 
Hotel by the Hamilton Club, in celebra- 
tion of the forty-first anniversary of Ap- 
pomattox Day, and made a speech which 
was considered as a forerunner of the

Japanese’ Bacteriologist Announces 
Success with Antitoxin. 


LONDON, April 10.—A dispatch from 
Tokio to The Daily Telegraph says that 
at a meeting of the medical societies of 
Japan Dr. Ishigami, an eminent bacteriol- 
ogist, announced the result of a year’s 
experiments with an antitoxin against 
tuberculosis which he had discovered, and

Dr. Ishigami asserted that the antitoxin 
had resulted in cures on an average of 
one-third of the patients experimented 
upon.

NAPLES, April 9.—Reports of fatalities

ably 500 lives were lost. More than 
200 perished in the District of San 
Giuseppe, while from the ruins of @ 
church which collapsed, owing to the 
weight of ashes on the roof, forty-nine 
bodies were extricated. It is asserted that 
at San Giuseppe thirty-seven persons 
were killed by falling houses. 

The streams of lava are almost sta- 
tionary. Troops are erecting barriers in 
the direction of Pompeii, to prevent fur- 
ther danger in that quarter. 

King Victor Emmanuel is now in the 
heart of the devastated district. He ex- 
posed himself to serious peril in visiting 
the sufferers in various villages. It was 
feared for a time this afternoon that the 
automobile in which he was riding had 
been overwhelmed by ashes borne by @ 
heavy windstorm, but the King came 
through the adventure unscathed. 

At midnight the situation appears more 
assuring, the lava streams having dimin- 
ished in volume and in some directions 
having stopped altogether, while a copi- 
ous rainfall is cooling the fiery torrents. 

Almost equally with the devastation 
wrought by the lava is the damage done 
by cinders and ashes, which in incredible 
quantities have been carried great dig- 
tances. They have caused the practical 
destruction of San Giuseppe, a village of 
6,000 inhabitants, 

All except 200 of the people had fled 
from the village, and these assembled in a 
church to attend mass. While the priest 
was performing his office the roof fell in 
and about sixty persons were badly in- 
jured. These unfortunates were for hours 
without surgical or medical assistance. 


The only thing left standing in the church 
was a statue of St. Anne, the preservation 
of which the poor, homeless people ac- 
cepted as a miracle and promise of de 
liverance from their peril. 

At Ottojano, with a population of 4,100, 
five churches and ten houses fell under 
the weight of.ashes and cinders, which 
lie four feet deep on the ground. In the 
fall of the buildings about twelve per- 
sons were killed and many were more 
or less severely injured. The village is 
completely deserted by its people. After 
the evacuation of the place the barracks 
and prisons fell in. 

A railway train bound for Naples was 
derailed, owing to shogvers of stones from 
the crater.

CRUSHED UNDER THEIR HOMES. 


Most of the buildings in the villages 
are of flimsy construction and have flat 
roofs, and so are but poorly designed to 
bear the weight of ashes and cinders that 
have fallen upon them. Inevitably it will 
be found that a considerable number of 
people have perished by the falling of 
their homes. 

Although the eruption is less violent 
than it was twenty-four hours ago, the 
ashes are still falling in great quantities, 

The high cone of the volcano has gone 
almost entirely, having been swallowed 
up, so that the height of the mountain is 
nearly 600 feet less than formerly. On the 
north side of the mountain new craters 
have been formed. 

Refugees from the threatened or de- 
stroyed villages are pouring into Naples 
by the thousands, arriving in every de- 
scription of conveyance and on foot. The 
roads are crowded with processions of 
men and women carrying crosses and 
crying piteously. 

Special railway trains, warships, and 
steamboats are employed in conveying the 
homeless people from their localities to 
Naples, Rome, and Castellamare, while 
large numbers of people are fleeing over- 
land in the direction of Caserta. Not less 
than 15,000 refugees have reached Castel. 
lamare, where the steamer Princess Ma- 
falda is anchored. That vessel left the 
Island of Capri with 1,000 passengers, 
including many foreigners, on board, but 
she was unable to reach her destination

PERRET ESCAPES THE LAVA. 


Observer on Mount Vesuvius Cables 
to His Brooklyn Home. 


Mrs. Charles Perret of 428 East Twen- 
ty-first Street, Brooklyn, was greatly re- 
lieved early last evening when she re- 
ceived a cable message from her son, 
Frank Alvord Perret, assistant director of 
the Royal Observatory on Mount Vesuvi- 
us, saying that he was safe, The press 
dispatches telling of the destruction of 
the observatory had caused Mrs. Perret 
great anxiety, as she feared her son might 
have been cut off from escape by the 
lava streams. The cablegram from him 
was sent from Naples, indicating that he 
had reached that city. It read: “ Safe. 
In no danger.”’ 

Mr. Perret is about thirty-five years old 
and is_an electrical engineer. About eight- 
een months ago he went to Naples for the 
benefit of his health, and while there 
made the acquaintance of Dr. Matteucci, 


the director of the Royal Observatory. 
Mr. Perret took an interest in Dr. Mat- 
teucci’s work and became an assistant to 
him. His duties at the observatory had 
chiefly to do with the care of the many 
delicate instruments used in making the 
observations. Mr. Perret, since he became 
one of Dr, Matteucci’s staff, has written 
many articles for magazines and other 
port cations on the subject of Mount Ve- 
suvius, 


ITALY’S FEARLESS KING. 


Victor Emmanuel Has Often Gone to 
Aid His People. 


His visit to the dangerous zone around 
Mount Vesuvius was not the first on 


‘|which King Victor Emmanuel of Italy 


has 


had exhibited his fearlessness and solici- 
tude in coming to the aid of his people. 

In September, 1905, after Calabria had 
been shaken by an earthquake, his Majes- 
ty first subscribed $20,000 for the relief 
of the families of the earthquake vic- 
tims and then hurried ‘by special train 
to the scene of the disaster. He was 
met by his Minister of Public Works, 
Feraris, and the two journeyed through 
Monteleone, San Onfrio, Zammafo, and 
other villages, traveling by automobile 
and being gratefully welcomed by the 
populace, 

Despite the danger of falling walls, his 
Majesty visited the ruins resulting from 
the earthquake, even going into a fissure 
from which a child had been taken alive 
after she had been there ninety-eight 
hours. The King wished to see for him- 
self that no live person had been neg- 
lected by his soldiers. 

All along the line he stopped and left 
his automobile to cheer crowds of weep- 
ing women and children who knelt by the 
roadside imploring succor. He questioned 
his people, gave them words of comfort 
and, after inspecting their houses, ordered 
his military engineers to proceed with the 
utmost possible celerity in the construc- 
tion of temporary quarters. He passed 
several nights on board of the train to 
see that provisions were distributed. 

On another occasion during an epidemic 
in Southern Italy the King journeyed 
right into the heart of the stricken dis- 
trict to comfort his people and bring them 
relief. He did the same thing during a 
great flood in Italy, proving himself to be 
the most democratic sovereign in all of 
BHurope. 

He has an immense capacity for work, 
and is devoted to outdoor sports. In pri- 
vate life he is simple and unostentatious. 
In the morning, Summer or Winter, he 
rises at 6:80 o clock, and after a cold 
bath has a cup of coffee and a roll. For 
this meal he dispenses with his servants, 
the Queen pourses his coffee. Two hours 
every morning and two hours every even- 
ing are devoted to State affairs. Thurs- 
day and Sunday mornings are entirely de- 
voted to the affairs of his country. His 
chief amusement is motoring, which has 
led him to all sorts of trying places. 


FAMOUS OLD VILLAS IN PERIL. 


It Was from Bosco Reale That the 
Frescoes Now in New York Came. 


The news that Bosco Reale, which is a 
place with about 5,000 inhabitants, two 
and one-half miles to the north of Pom- 
peii, is threatened with destruction by 
the lava and ashes from Vesuvius has 
drawn renewed attention to the extraor- 
dinary Roman villas which exist there 
and which have provided some of the 
most beautiful specimens of Roman art 


hitherto discovered. 

It was from Bosco Reale that the Bosco 
Reale frescoes now in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in this city came. The 
villa from which they were taken was 
discovered in 1900 by Signor de Prisco of 
Bosco Reale. In the villa were seventy 
frescoes, dating from the late republican 
era, which were detached with the great- 
est care from the walls and later were 
sold. 

Another villa was uncovered in Bosco 
Reale in 1894-5. This villa is also on the 
land belonging to Signor de Prisco, who is 
a relative of the Archbishop of Naples, 
Cardinal Prisco. The remains of this villa, 
which are shown to visitors only by spe- 
cial permission, consist chiefly of the do- 
mestic offices. There are a wine press and 
an oil press, and a large court with capa- 
cious earthenware vessels (dolia) sunk in 
the floor to receive the wine conducted to | 
them direct from the wine press. 

It was in this villa that the ‘‘ Treasure 
of Bosco Reale,’’ now in the Louvre at 
Paris, consisting of ninety-four vessels of 
Alexandrian Greek and Roman workman- 
ship of the first century, was found in 
1895. Other objects from the villa are in 
a museum at Pompeli. They include a 
handmill, an olive press, and & bath with 
yeading apparatus. 


LITTLE ITALY MOURNS, 


Funds to be Raised in New York for 
Relief of Volcano Victims. 


“Little Italy,”” in Harlem, was greatly 
excited last night over the latest reports 
of the devastation wrought by the activity 
of Mount Vesuvius. Flags were displayed 
at half mast, many houses were draped in 
mourning, while impromptu meetings, at 
which the disaster was the subject of 
eager discussion, were held in the saloons 
and shops of the neighborhood. 

The collection of several relief funds 
will be begun in the next twenty-four 
hours, and meetings are being arranged 
under the direction of several benevolent 
organizations. 

Father Dolan, pastor of the Church of 


Our Lady of Mount Carmel, in East 115th 
Street, said that after the recent earth- 
uake in Italy the church raised and sent 
300 on short notice for the relief of the 
sufferers, and it is expected that a good 
sized fund will be raised in a couple of 


days. 

Dr. D._Diborio, President of the Mount 
Carmel Benevolent Association, said that 
he would call a meeting in a day or two, 
and that another fund would be raised 
outside the church. 

The Italian Benevolent Society of 411 
East 114th Street, which has a thousand 
members and of which Vito Compessa is 
President, has called a meeting for Sat- 
urday night.

WHEN VESUVIUS BURIED 
POMPEI IN A.D. 79 


The Younger Pliny’s Account of 
the First Great Eruption. 


DARKNESS; RAIN OF ASHES 


Poisonous Vapor Which Killed the | 
Elder Pliny — Description of the 
Panic-stricken People’s Flight. 


The most graphic account in existence 
of the first recorded eruption of Vesuvius, 
on Aug. 24, A. D. 79, is contained in two 
letters written by the younger Pliny to 
his friend the historian Tacitus. 

Caius Plinius Caecilius Secundus was 
only 18 years old when the terrible erup- 
tion, which destroyed the cities of Pom- 
peli and Herculaneum, occurred, but that 
his powers of observation were well 
trained at that age is evident from the 
two letters. The younger Pliny was 
adopted by his uncle, Caius Plinius Se- 
cundus, known as the elder Pliny, author 
of the celebrated “ Natural History,” 
who perished as a result of the eruption 
of Vesuvius. 

Pliny’s letters to Tacitus follow: 


LETTER 1. 


Your request that I would send you an 
account of my uncle’s death, in order to 
transmit a more exact relation of it to 
posterity, deserves my acknowledgments, 
for if this accident shall be celebrated by 
your pen the glory of it, I am well as- 
sured, will be rendered forever fllustrious, 
And notwithstanding he perished by a 
misfortune which, as it involved at the 
same time a most beautiful country in 
ruins, and destroyed so many populous 
cities, seems to promise him an everlast- 
ing remembrance; notwithstanding he has 
himself composed many and lasting works; 
yet I am persuaded the mentioning of him 
in your immortal writings will greatly 
contribute to render his name immortal. 
Happy I esteem those to be to whom by 
provision of the gods has been granted 
the ability either to do such actions as 
are worthy of being related or to relate 
them in a manner worthy of being read; 
but peculiarly happy are they who are 
blessed with both these uncommon tal- 
ents, in the number of which my uncle, 
as his own writings and ‘your history 
will evidently prove, may justly be 
ranked. 

It is with extreme willingness, there- 
fore, that I execute your commands, and 
should indeed have demanded the task if 
you had not enjoined,it. He was at that 
time with the fleet under his command 
at Misenum. On the 24th of August, 
about 1 in the afternoon, my mother de- 
sired him to observe a cloud which ap- 
peared of a very unusual size and shape. 
He had just taken a turn in the sun and, 
after bathing himself in cold water and 
making a light luncheon, gone back to 
his books; he immediately arose and went 
out upon a rising ground from whence 
he might get a better sight of this very 
uncommon appearance. A cloud, from 
which mountain was uncertain at this 
distance, (but {t was found afterward 
to come from Mount Vesuvius,) was as- 
cending, the appearance of -which I can- 
not give you a more exact description 
of than by likening it to that of a pine 
tree, for it shot up to a great height in 
the form of a very tall trunk, which spread 
itself out at the top into a sort of 
branches, occasioned, I imagine, either by 
a sudden gust of air that impelled it, the 
force of which decreased as it advanced 
upward, or the cloud itself being pressed 
back again by its own weight, expanded 
in the manner I have mentioned; it ap- 
peared sometimes bright and sometimes 
dark and spotted, according as it was 
either more or less impregnated with 
earth and cinders. 


The Elder Pliny’s Heroism. 
This phenomenon seemed to a man of 


such learning and research as my uncle} 


extraordinary and worth further looking 
into. He ordered a light vessel to be got 
ready, and gave me leave, if I liked, to 
accompany him. I said I had rather go on 
with my work, and it so happened he had 
himself given me something to write out. 
As he was coming out of the house he 
received a note from Rectina, the wife 
of Bassus, who was in the utmost alarm 
at the imminent danger which threatened 
her, for her villa lying at the foot of 
Mount Vesuvius, there was no way of es- 
cape but by sea; she earnestly entreated 
him, therefore, to come to her assistance. 
He accordingly changed his first intention, 
and what he had begun from a philo- 
sophical he now carried out in a noble 
and generous spirit. He ordered the gal- 
leys to put to sea, and went himself on 
board with an intention of assisting not 
only Rectina, but the several towns 
which lay thickly strewn along the beau- 
tiful coast. 

Hastening then to the place from 
whence others fled with the utmost ter- 
ror, he steered his course direct to the 
point of danger, and with so much calm- 
ness and presence of mind as to be able 
to make and dictate his observations upon 
the motion and all the phenomena of that 
dreadful scene. He was now so close to 
the mountain that the cinders, which 
grew thicker and hotter the nearer he 
approached, fell into the ships, together 
with pumice stones and black pieces of 
burning .rock; they were in danger, too, 
not only of being aground by the sud- 
den retreat of the sea, but also from the 
vast fragments which rolled down from 
the mountain and obstructed all the 
shore. 

Here he stopped to consider whether be 
should turn back again, to which, the 
pilot advising him, “fortune,” said he, 
“favors the brave; steer to where Pom- 
ponianus is." Pomponianus was then at 
Stabiae, (Castelamare,) separated by a bay 
which the sea, after several insensible 
windings, forms with the shore. He 
had already sent his baggage on board, 
for though he was not at that time in act- 
ual danger, yet being within sight of it, 
and indeed extremely near, if it should In 
the least increase he was determined to 
put to sea as soon as the wind, 
which was blowing dead _ inshore, 
should g0 down. It was favor- 
able, however, for carrying my uncle to 
Pomponianus, whom he found in the 
greatest consternation; he embraced him 
tenderly, encouraging and urging him to 
keep up his spirits, and, the more effectu- 
ally to soothe his fears by seeming un- 
concerned himself, orflered a bath to be 
got ready, and then, after having bathed, 
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sess, 


sat down to supper with great cheerful- 
ness, or at least, (what is just as heroic,) 
with every appearance of it. 

Meanwhile broad flames shone out in 
several places from Mount Vesuvius, 
which the darkness of the night contrib- 
uted to render still brighter and clearer. 
But my uncle, in order to soothe the ap- 
prehensions of his friend, assured him it 
was only the burning of the villages, 
which the country people had abandoned 
to the flames; after this he retired to 
rest, and it is most certain he was so 
little disquieted as to fall into a sound 
sleep, for his breathing, which on ac- 
count of his corpulence was rather heavy 
and sonorous, was heard by the attend- 
ants outside. The court which led to 
his apartment being now almost filled 
with stones and ashes, if he had continued 
there any time longer it would have been 
impossible for him to have made his way 
out. So he was awakened and got up, and 
went to Pomponianus and the rest of his 
company, who were feeling too anxious 
to think of going to bed. They consulted 
| together whether it would be most pru- 
dent to trust to the houses, which now 
rocked from side to side with frequent 
and violent concussions as though shaken 
from their very foundations, or fly to the 
open fields, where the calcined stones and 
cinders, though light indeed, yet fell in 
large showers, and threatened destruc- 
tion, 


Tled Pillows on Their Heads. 


In this choice of dangers they resolved 
for the fields, a resolution which, while 
the rest’ of the compapy were hurried 
into it by their fears, my uncle embraced 
upon cool and deliberate consideration. 
They went out then, having pillows tied 
upon their heads with napkins, and this 
was their whole defense against the storm 
of stones that fell round them. 

It was now day everywhere else, but 
there a deeper darkness prevailed than 
in the thickest night, which, however, was 
in some degree alleviated by torches and 
other lights of various kinds. They 
thought proper to go further down upon 
the shore to see if they might safely put 
to sea, but found the waves still run- 
ning extremely high and boisterous. 

There my uncle, laying himself down 
upon a sail cloth which was spread for 
him, called twice for some cold water 
which he drank, when immediately the 
flames, preceded by a strong whiff of sul- 
phur, dispersed the rest of the party and 
obliged him to rise. He raised himself 
up with the assistance of two of his ser- 
vants, and instantly fell down dead, suf- 
focated, as I conjecture, by some gross 
and noxtfous vapor, having always had 
a weak throat, which was often inflamed. 
As soon as it was light again, which 
was not till the third day after this mel- 
ancholy accident, his body was found 
entire, and without any marks of vio- 
lence upon ft, in the dress in which he 
fell, and looking more like a man asleep 
than dead. 

During all this time my mother and I, 
who were at Misenum—but this has no 
connection with your history, and you | 
did not desire any particulars besides 
those of my uncle’s death, so I will end 
here, only adding that I have faithfully 
related to you what I was either a witness 
of myself or received the news of imme- 


diately after the accident happened, and | 


before there was time to vary the truth. | 
You will pick out of this narrative what- 
ever is most important, for a letter is 
one thing, a history another; it is one 
thing writing to a friend, another writ-| 
ing to the public. Farewell. 


LETTER 2. 


The letter which, in compliance with 
your request, I wrote to you concerning 
the death of my uncle has raised, it } 
seems, your curiosity to know what ter- 
rors and dangers attended me while I 
continued at Misenum, for there, I think, 
my account broke off. 

** Though my shock’d soul recoils, my tongue 

shall tell.” 
My uncle having left us, I spent such 
time as was left on my studies (it was 
on their account Indeed that I had stopped 
behind) till {t was time for my bath. 
After which I went to supper, and then 
fell into a short and uneasy sleep. 

There had been noticed for many days 
before a trembling of the earth, which 
did not alarm us much, as this is quite 
an ordinary occurrence in Campania, but 
it was so particularly violent that night 
that it not only shook, but actually over- 
turned, as it would seem, everything 
about us. My mother rushed into my 
chamber, where she found me rising, in 
order to awaken her. We sat down in 
the open court of the house, which oc- 
cupied a small space between the build- 
ings and the sea. As I was at that time 
but 18 years of age I know not whether 
I should call my behavior in this dan- 
gerous juncture courage or folly; but I 
took up Livy, and amused myself with 
turning over that author, and even mak- 
ing extracts from him, as if I had been 
perfectly at my leisure. Just then a 
friend of my uncle, who had lately 
come to him from Spain, joined us, and, 
observing me sitting by my mother with 
a book in my hand,.reproved her for her 
calmness and me at the same time for 
my careless security; nevertheless I went 
on with my‘author. Though it was now 
morning, the light was still exceedingly 
faint and doubtful; the buildings all 
around us tottered, and though we stood 
upon open ground, yet as the place was 
narrow and confined there was no re- 
maining without imminent danger; we 
therefore resolved to quit the town. 


Effects of the Earthquakes. 


. A panic-stricken crowd followed us, and, 
(as to a mind distracted with terror 
every suggestion seems more prudent than 
{ts own,) pressed on us tn dense array to 
drive us forward as we came out. Being 
at a convenient distance from the houses, 
we stood still in the midst of a most dan- 
gerous and dreadful scene. The chariots, 
which we had ordered to be drawn out, 
were so agitated backward and forward, 
though upon the most level ground, that 
we could not keep them steady, even 
by supporting them with large stones. The 
sea seemed to roll back upon itself, and 
to be driven from its banks by the con- 
vulsive motion of the earth; it is certain 
at least the shore was considerably en- 
larged, several sea animals were. left 


upon it. On the other side a black and 
dreadful cloud, broken with rapid, zigzag 
flashes, revealed behind it variously 


shaped masses of flame; these last were 
like sheet lightning, but much larger. 

Upon this our Spanish friend, whom I 
mentioned above, addressed himself to 
my mother and me with great ener, and 
urgency: “If your brother,”’ he said, “if 
your uncle be safe, he certainly wishes 
ou may be so too; but if he perished 
t was his desire, no doubt, that you 
might both survive him; why, therefore, 
do you delay your escape a moment?’’ We 
could never think of our own safety, we 
said, while we were uncertain of his. 
Upon this our friend left us, and with- 
drew from the danger with the utmost 
sree. Soon afterward the cloud 

gan to descend and cover the sea. It 
had already surrounded and concealed 
the Island of Capri and the promontory 
of Misenum. 

My mother now besought, urged, even 
commanded me to make my escape at 
any rate, which, as I was young, I might 
easily do; as for herself, she said, her age 
and corpulency rendered all attempts of 
that sort impossible; however, she would 
willingly meet death if she could have the 
satisfaction of seeing that she was not 
the occasion of mine. But I absolutely 
refused to leave her, and, taking her by 
the hand, compelled her to go with me. 
She complied with great reluctance, and 
not without many reproaches to herself 
for retarding my flight. 

The ashes now began to fall upon us, 
though in no great quantity. I looked 
back: a dense, dark mist seemed to be 
following us, spreading itself over the 
country like a cloud. ‘Let us turn out 
of the high road,”’ I said, ‘“‘ while we can 
still see, for fear that, should we fall 
in the road, we should be pressed to 
death in the dark We the crowds that 
are following us.’’ e had scarcely sat 
down when night came upon us, not such 
as we have when the sky is cloudy, or 
when there is no moon, but that of a 
room when it is shut up and all the 
lights put out. 


The Terror of the People. 


You might hear the shrieks of women, 
the screams. of children, and the shouts 
of men; some calling for their children, 
others for their parents, others for their 


husbands, and seeking to recognize each 
other by the voices that replied; one 
lamenting his own fate, another that of 
his family; some wishing to die, from the 
very fear of dying; some lifting their 
hands to the gods, but the greater part 
convinced that there were now no gods 
at all, and that the final endless night 
of which we have heard had come upon 
the world. Among these there were some 
who augmented the real terrors by others 
imaginary or willfully invented. I remem- 
ber some who declared that one part of 
Misenum had faJlen, that another was on 
fire; it was false, but they found people 
to believe them. It now grew rather 
lighter, which we imagined to be rather 
the forerunner of an approaching burst 
of flames (as in truth it was) than the re- 
turn of day; however, the-fire fell at a 
distance from us; then again we were im- 
mersed in thick darkness, and a heavy 
shower of ashes rained upon us, which 
we were obliged every now and then to 
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stand up to shake off, otherwise we 
should have been crushed and buried in 
the heap. 

I might boast that during all this scene 
of horror not a sigh or expression of 
fear escaped me, had not my support been 
grounded in that miserable though mighty 
consolation that all mankind were ins 
volved in the same calamity, and that 
was perishing with the world itself. A 
last this dreadful darkness was dissipat 
by degrees, like a cloud or smoke; the 
real day returned, and even the sun shone 
out, though with a lurid light, as whe 
an eclipse is coming on. Every objec 
that presented itself to our eyes, (which 
were extremely weakened,) seemed 
changed, being covered deep with ashes 
as f with snow. We _ returned to 
Misenum, where we refreshed ourselves 
as well as we could, and passed an anx- 
fous night between hope and fear, thou 
indeed, with a much larger share of the 
latter, for the earthquake still continued 
while many frenzied persons ran up and 
down heightening their own and _ their 
friends’ calamities by terrible predictions, 
However, my mother and I, notwithstande 
ing the danger we had passed, and that 
which still threatened us, had no thoughts 
of leaving the place till we could ree 
ceive some news of my uncle. 

And now you will read this narrative 
without any view of inserting it in your 
history, of which it is not in the least 
worthy, and, indeed, you must put it 
down to your own request if it shoul 
appear not worth even the trouble 
a letter.

Voliva Has Strong, Doors Bat- 
tered Down to Get In. 


WIFE RENOUNCED BY DOWIE 


Declares He Will Never Live with 
Her—Son Again Threatens Ex- 
posure of Prophet. 


ZION CITY, IIL, April 
Voliva, at a mass meeting in 
Tabernacle to-night, said that John Alex- 
ander Dowie had a secret steel room in 
his home, which was for the first time 
entered by an outsider to-day. 

“Tt will surprise you to learn,” said 
Voliva, “that in Shiloh House there was 
the most curious room in America. The 
Czar of Russia may have one, and need 
~ one, but who would think there was one 
in the peaceful City of Zion? We knew 
there was a room kept always locked, 
and into which Dowie himself went sel- 
dom. We entered it to-day, but to do so 
we had to batter through two iron doors. 

“The room was like a vault, except that 
the bolts and bars were mostly on the in- 
side. Light came into the room through 
@ bull’s-eye window, the outside of which 
was protected by heavy iron shutters. Air 
was admitted through a funnel. There 
was a bed inside—a bed so curious that I 
cannot attempt to describe. it. And this 
room—this cell~was built by and for a 
man who used to stand before you and 
ask you to tell him what fear was like.” 

At to-night’s meeting final instructions 
were given by Overseer Wilbur Glenn Vo- 
liva, the new head of Zion’s affairs, for 
the conduct of his followers when Dowle 
arrives. He and others urged members 
of the congregation to rob Dowie’s return 
of any dramatic force by remaining away 
from the railway station and busying 
themselves as usual. 

Five witnesses arose to tell of Dowle’s 
polygamous teachings, sacrilege, and blas- 
phemy. The testimony was that of Over- 


seers John G. Speicher, J. G. Excell, and 
H. D. Bransfield, and Deacons Daniel 
Sloan and G. F. Lupon. 

Among Dowie’s quoted teachings were 
these assertions: 

“There is nothing in the Bible con- 
- trary to the doctrine of polygamy.” 

“The father of. Jesus: Christ was a 
man.”’ 

“In life after death each man shall 
have several wives.”’ . 

“In heaven those women who have 
been unmarried on earth shall have a 
husband and children." 

“One woman is a good thing and a 
blessing; then two women are twice as 
much a good thing and a double blessing.” 

“One inspired. with the Holy 
makes an act right by his performance of 
at." 

As these teachings were told there were 
cries of *‘ never,” hi 
the audience. 

A carriage will be allowed to mest 
Dowie under the assumption that he is a 
sick man. He will be driven directly to 
Shiloh House and taken 
as far as possible from Mrs. Dowie’s, Vo- 
liva having receded from his declaration 
of yesterday that Dowie would not be 
permitted to enter his home. : 

A dispatch from Little Rock, Ark., this 
afternoon quoting Dowie as saying that 


Mrs. Dowie will never be a wife to him} 


again, was shown to Gladstene Dowie. 

“Probably the -idea is mutual,” re- 
marked the son of the ‘‘ Prophet.”” Aft- 
erward he repes:ed his statement: “If 
the old man insists on a fight, the son 
bas a trump card reserved for the last 
trick. What this card is has never been 
tnade public.” 

It is certain that there are some Dowle- 
ites still faithful to the old leader, and 
they will be at the station to meet him. 
To-day in the houses of two negro broth- 
ers lithographs cf Dowie were placed in 
the windows ind kept there despite nu- 
merous vigotJus protests. 


POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., April 9.—‘“If it 
fs true that Mrs. Dowie said the things 
reported, then I shall never live with her 
again,” said John Alexander Dowie to-day 
in the private car in which ‘he is hurrying 
to Zion City to combat his followers whe 
have rebelled against his rule. 

“She is the cause of most of my 
trouble,” he continued. ‘‘ She has spurred 
on Voliva and the others until this dread- 
ful trouble came and my persecution was 
complete. For years I tried to shield her 
but her strange conduct has now passed 
beyond the point of human endurance. 

* Money and jealousy were at the bot- 
tom of it all. She was incensed because 
I wanted to leave so much to Zion. May 
God forgive her. I offered her 2% per 
cent. of the vast estate. It should have 
satisfied her, for it would have provided 
amply for her wants, .As for her jealousy, 
who can account for that? I only know 
before my God that my life has been 
pure and blameless. These stories about 
polygamy are more than cruel—they are 
shocking.”’ 

Deacons Lewis and Peters, 
present at the interview, nodded _ ap- 
proval to the sentiments expressed by 
their leader, and Deacon Lewis added 
that the world little knew of the trials 
through which Dowie has passed in re- 
cent years because of domestic infelicity. 

“For years Dowie has_ shielded his 
wife,’’ said: Deacon Lewis, “ but recently 
her conduct has been such as to render 
further forebearance a human impossi-

bility.” 

, I shall make a more sub- 
stantial statement to the public,” said 
Dowie. ‘I will say now that, owing to 
the delays incident to this trip, I may 
be a little later arriving in Zion than I 
had first expected. There will be no 
turning back, but I think it will be ad- 
visable for me to stop in Chicago and 
consult legal talent. I do not want to 
make any move at this time which shall 
in the slightest jeopardize my interest.

TRUSTEES FRAME RULES | 
FOR CARNEGIE PENSIONS| 


Will Publish List of Eligible Col- 
leges To-day. 


TEACHERS TO BE 65 OR OVER) 


The Foundation’s Incorporation Is En- 
larged to Admit of Gifts from 
Other Sources. 


The Board of Trustees of the Car- 
negie Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching, in whose keeping Mr. Carnegie 
recently placed a fund of $10,000,000 to 
afford retiring pensions for teachers in 
the higher institutions of learning, are 
trying to devise a system by which the 
money at their disposal may be put to use, 

They met at 542 Fifth Avenue yester- 
day, but found the pension problem s0 
involved that they were unable to reach 
a decision and will continue their work 
to-day. 

The scope of the foundation was out- 
lined in the act of incorporation which 
became a law on March 10, and the first 
business of the meeting yesterday was 
the formal change from the . Carnegie 
Foundation under State laws to the Foun- 
dation under National laws. The follow- 
ing members of the board were present to 
participate in this action: 

Henry 8. Prichett of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, President Hill McClellan 
Bell of Drake University, Nicholas Murray 
Butler of Columbia, Edwin B. Craighead of Tu-

The oo are to be only 
for teachers of thé higher colleges, and 
none at institutions owned or controlled 
by religious oy ee or which may 
receive more than half of their income 
from a State will benefit. Some of the 
colleges presided over by Trustees of the 
fund are excluded from prospective bene- 
fit by this provision, 

Mr. Vanderlip had collected data to be 
used as a basis for a pension system, and 
the Foundation had already received sev- 
eral applications for money from retirin

BONDS FOR SCHOOL REPAIRS. 


Bill Provides for $1,000,000 Issue to 
Remedy an Error in the Budget. 


To rectify an error in cutting the Board 
of Education’s budgets for 1905 and 1906, 
the Board of Estimate has had a bill In- 
in the Legislature which au- 
thorizes the issuance of $1,000,000 ‘city 
revenue bonds. These bonds are to be 
turned over to the Board of Education for 
general repairs, principally in school 
buildings. 

Auditor Henry M. Cook of the Board 
of Educati6n went to Albany yesterday 
to urge the measure. 

Richard Adams, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Buildings of the Board of Ed- 
ucation, is mainly responsible for having 
the Board of Estimate take the step it 
has. He convinced the Controller that 
the error had been made and that it! 
could only be rectified by the issuance of 
city revenue bonds. 

The bill is necessary because under 
the charter the Board of Estimate can 
issue only $2,000,000 of city revenue bonds 


per year. Several contractors who did 
work for the city are waiting for their 
money.

Though the eyes of the press in all 
parts of the world have been riveted 
‘upon Russia for more than a year, and 
the Governments of Europe have had 
their expert observers diligently at 
work to find out such currents as could 
be traced in the whirling movements of 
the popular mind, the results of Sun- 
day's elections have come to us allasa 
startling surprise. For almost any- 
thing in the way of violent action or 
reaction we were prepared, but the 
shrewdest among us had not expected 
that over the immense and varied area 
of the empire one-half of the Russian 
reople could work political machinery 
absolutely novel to them to produce a

The amazing thing in the situation is

Our local laborites, as reported yes- 
terday, devoted their attention to coal 
and iron, apparently because strikes 
are pending. Delegate FiITzGERALD 
asked the Central Federated Union to 
propose that the Government should 
take over the coal mines, and the 
Housesmiths and Bridgemen’s Union 
proposed the repeal of the fron and 
steel schedule of the tariff. The motive 
was the ill-success of the union in its 
strike, but the argument was that the 
Steel Trust, being able to export its 
products, is jn no need of protection.

The coal strik- 
ers’ proposal to make a_ settlement 
which would provide for another read- 
justment in the Presidential campaign 
year is another example that American 
labor is distinctly awake to the possi- 
bilities of working for itself in politics. 
Unless signs fail a new light will be 
thrown upon old issues in the United 
States as well as in England. 
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THE NEW TRANSFER SYSTEM. 

By the Interborough Company’s an- 
|nouncement yesterday of a new trans- 
|\fer system for Manhattan and the 
Bronx on the Subway, elevated, and 
surface lines the public will derive 
some advantages. Three-cent trans- 
fers may be purchased between Bronx 
surface lines and eight Subway stations 
on the Broadway and Lenox Avenue 
branches above 145th Street and West 
Farms. One of these lines, to which a 
franchise must be granted, will after 
May 1 connect the Subway station at 
18ist Street with the Bronx Zoological 
Garden, the Southern Boulevard, and 
Third Avenue. It {is announced that 
other lines of trolley cars will be opened 
“nominally if not actually” on the 
same date. 

Free transfers to and from the Sub- 
way and Manhattan elevated roads will 
| be given at seven points on the Aque- 
duct Avenue, Fordham Road, and 
| Third Avenue lines of the Union Rail- 
|way. That the company can well af- 


| tora to make this concession appears 





from the fact that, although transfer 
|points in Manhattan were increased 
from 603 in 1904 to 530 in 1905, the 
actual number of transfers issued in 
Manhattan last year fell off 7,225,987, 
probably as a result of the introduction 
of the Subway and of the Interborough 
merger. At the same time transfers 
within the Bronx decreased 901,485, 
while the Bronx car mileage was cur- 
tailed 1,088,791 miles, or 15 per cent. 
It would appear, therefore, that the 
|}saving in issuance of transfers due to 
eonsolidation has had an imrortant in- 
fluence in determining the company’s 
present attitude. It is perhaps needless 
j;to add that the new connections will 
serve as feeders to the Interborough’s 
traffic and thus greatly enhance its 
{profits. The corporation would have 
acted more wisely and far-sightedly, 
we think, had it made the real conces- 
| sion of a universal system of free 
transfers—not part free and part paid— 
on its Subway, elevated, and surface 
lines.

Just before the 
house was established, Mr. Barker, Sr., 
asked of Abraham what business pursuit 
he intended adopting. 

“If you wilk emancipate me,” replied 
the lad, “according to the old Spanish 
law in Louisiana--emancipating minors— 
I will never ask you for a cent of money.” 

The law to which he referred accorded 


| to a minor all the privileges of an adult 


excepting the right to vote at National 
elections. It was then in force in Louls- 
iana, but has long since ceased to exist. 
The father finally determined to grant 
the request, and the necessary legal pro- 
ceedings were taken, the son in due time 
being emancipated from the father. 

At 16 the boy was a broker, and Abra- 
ham Barker, destined to become the head 
of one of the greatest banking houses in 
America, was started on his career—a 
career which ended in May, 1899, with his

Morris Gottlieb has gone away to the! 
Never-Never-Never-Land, and it is prob-| 
able that he won’t come back. Wendy | 
and her brothers and the lost little boys 
come back every night over at the Em- 
pire Theatre, but Dr. Gregory, who is in 
charge of the psychopathic ward at Belle-

| tis gold medal, the highest oratorical 
honor conferred by Columbia University, 
has been engaged by the Board of Educa- 
tion Public Lecture Bureau to deliver a 
series of free public lectures on “ Life in 
Zululand.”’ 

Next Thursday evening Mr. Seme will

and Fifty-first Street, and on Wednesday 
evening, April 18, he will repeat his talk 
at St. Bartholomew's Lyceum Hall, 205 
East Forty-secorid Street. Both of the 
talks will be illustrated with stereopticon 
views of actual scenes from life among 
the Zulus. 

Pha Isaka Seme is the son of Isaka Ka 
Knawana of royal Zulu blood, and comes 
from Natal, South Africa. Eight years 
ago he could not speak a word of Eng- 
lish.

JERSEY SERVICE DIVIDEND. 


Directors of the Corporation Expected 
to Declare It To-day. 


The annual meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Public Service Corpora- 
tion of New Jersey will be held in New- 
ark to-day, when it is expected that a 
dividend on the $12,500,000 outstanding 
stocks will be declared. This would be 
the first dividend paid on the stock of 
the holding corporation since it came 
into existence three years ago.

It is said that the plan did not appeal 
to George W. Perkins, who was conduct- 
ing the Morgan & Co. end of the negotia- 
tions, and while they were not broken off 
entirely, the new proposition was sub- 
mitted to “Vinthrop & Co. with more sat- 
isftactory results. The latter firm is sat- 
isfied with the condition of the Public 
Service concern and has agreed to under- 
write a new issue of $6,250,000 stock at 
par with an understanding that the un- 
derwriter may take the entire issue, or 
so much thereof as the present holders 
will surrender.

—Exchange Market Weak. 


The National City Bank engaged $1,250,- | 


000 gold in London yesterday for import to 
New York. It was said that this amount 
would be increascd to $1,500,000 before the 
actual shipment of the gold from the 
other side. The exchange 
very weak yesterday, demand sterling de- 
clining to 4.8405, and closing only 5 points 
above that price. The money market 
was still strained, call loans being made 
as high as 25 wer ceat. Sceme surprise 
was feit that under this condition the 
gold engagements were not larger. This 
was said to be aue to the fact that there 
was a scarcity of gold burs in the open 
imarket in London, and thus far efforts 
to get gold frem the European banks 
have not been successful. 

A large amount of gold was reported to 
have been received in Berlin from Russia, 
but baakers here who would be likely to 
be informed of any such arrivals were un- 
aware of any fresh supplies cf gold hav- 
ing been received there. Paris is said to 
be a keen competitor for gold with the 
New York market. This is taken as an 
indication that Paris is strengthening it- 
self in preparation for.the coming Rus- 
sian loan. It is thought that Paris is 
likely to bid aainst New York for the 
gold which is to arrive in the London 
market in the near future, but the opinion 
is held by bankers here that should inter- 
est rates at this centre be maintained 
New York will in all probability secure 
the gold. This seeming contest for gold 
between New York and Paris is held re- 
sponsible for the advance of three-fourths 
of a penny yesterday in the price of bar 
gold in London. 

Before the close of the market yester- 
day call money dropped back to 6 per 
cent. At the end of the day some of the 
large banking houses expressed the opin- 
fon that the worst of the stringency in| 
money was over. The fact that the Con- 
troller of the Currency announced yester- 
day the call for the condition of the 
banks was regarded as likely to influence 
the situation favorably inasmuch as the 
banks are likely, now that the call has 
been issued, to lend out their funds some- 
what more freely.

CONNECTING R. R. TERMS 


Mayor’s Committee~ Thinks the| 
Franchise Undervalued. 


UPHOLDS THE NICHOLS RATE 


Board of Estimate Committee Dis- 
pleased by the Road’s Attitude 
Toward the City Regulations. 


Terms for the New York Connecting 
Railroad franchise may be increased by 
the city as a result of the stand which 
} Mayor McClellan has taken, It became 
known yesterday that the oonference 
committee appointed by the Mayor to rep- 
resent the Board of Estimate in its con- 
ference with the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion would demand that the original 
price suggested by Harry P. Nichols, 
Chief of the Bureau of Franchises, be in- 
creased rather than diminished at the 
demand of the railroad interests. 

At first the franchise called for the 
payment of sums aggregating $2,250,000 
for the twenty-five years. It also pro- 
vided for the insertion of a clause 
prohibiting the company from indulging 
in any freight-rate discrimination against 
the city. Demand was made by the com- 
pany that this clause be eliminated and 
|the rates of charges be materially re- 
duced. If this was not done, the officials 
of the Pennsylvania and New Haven 
Roads, which own the Connecting Road, 
declared they would not construot the 
| line. 

After Mayor McClellan demanded of the 
Rapid Transit Commission that the orig- 
inal Nichols terms be adhered to, when 
the Commissioners had agreed to reduce 
the figure to 81,100,000, he named Presi- 
dent McGowan of the Board of Aldermen 
and Borough Presidents Coler and Bermel 
to go over the proposed route and take 
up the adjustment of terms with the 
Rapid Transit Board. The members of 
this committee all agreed with the stand 
taken by the Mayor, and they have since 
made a careful trip over the route. This, 
they said, Mr. Nichols had never been 
able to do. As a result of the trip, they 
have come to the conclusion that Mr. 
Nichols undervalued the franchise rather 
than overvalued it, as the railroad offi- 
cers contended. 

The members of the committee of the 
Board of Estimate feel aggrieved at the 





for the railroad have treated them. They 
feel that the attitude of the company has 
| been that it believed it could do as it 
pleased with its right of way, regardless 
of the fact that the line was to cross city 
streets, and that the city therefore had a 
just right to regulate its crossing as a 
public service franchise. 

There will be a meeting of the McGowan 
committee to-morrow, and at that time 
it will receive a further and a complete 
report of conditions from Mr. Nichols, 
who accompanied the members of the 
committee on their tours.

CRUSHING THIS FAMILY 


Folks in the Old Country Robbed, 
and Starving. 


SON A SUICIDE IN NEW YORK 


Daughter Dying Slowly in an East Side 
Tenement, Refusing Offers of 
Food and Money. 


The tragedy of the Kaplan family, © 
member of which committeed suicide 
about two weeks ago in the offices of Die 
Wahrheit on the east side, appears to be 
@rawing to a close. It is one of the sad- 
dest stories that has come out of the 
east side in a long time. Like many 
others, it has had its beginning and will 
probably have its end as a result of the 
heavy hand of the Czar of Russia and 
his agents. 

While the mother and father of young 
Nathan Kaplan, who shot himself in the 
newspaper office, :re starving in Russia, 
his sister is seemingly starving herself to 
death in the rear room of a tenement} 
house. Since her brother’s death, not 
knowing how it may be with her parents 
in Russia, the girl has slowly pined away. 
Apparently she wants to die. Specifically 
she has consumption. 

The Kaplans lived at Bielostock in Rus- 
sia. Nathan Kaplan, the son, fled to this 
country and obtained employment. While 
he was living at 250 Madison Street last 
year he received a letter from his par- 
ents, telling him that the Czar’s agents 
had seized their little property and that 
they were in dire straits. The parents 
said they could suffer and be silent, but | 
they grieved for and feared for their 
Caughter Jennie, who is a particularly 
beautiful girl. 

Nathan sent them all the money he 
could raise, and Jonnie came to this coun- 
try. She stayed at the boarding house 
in Madison Street with her brother and 
found employment in the sweat shops. 
She had done little hard labor in Russia 
where her parents, previous to the con- 
fiscation of their property, had been fair- 
ly well off. The atmosphere and environ- 
ment of the sweat shops ruined the giri's | 
health.

INSANE MAN’S DEATH, 


Explanations of Cologero’e End Don’t 
Satisfy the Coroner. 


Coroner Harburger believes that Cor- 
nelio Cologero, a demented patient in the 
State hospital on Ward's Island, who 
died the other day, met his death as the 
result of a murderous attack made upon 
him, and he proposes to find out who is 
responsible. He began with the inquiry 
yesterday. The date for the inquest was 
fixed for April 20. 

The Coroner has already collected evi- 
dence enough to have a thorough investi- 
gation. His physician, Dr. Philip O’Han- 
lon, reported yesterday as the result of 
an autopsy that four of Cologero’s ribs 
on the left and two on his right side had 
been fractured. He adds: ‘ There are 
no external marks of violence. The fract- 
ures are more than six weeks old.” 

According to the report on the case 
made by H. C. Evarts, the Acting Super- 
intendent, Cologero seems to have had 
great powers of endurance. Cologero 
was admitted to the Ward's Island insti- 
tution on Deo, 29, 1904. Mr. Evarts says 
he was “‘ excitable and quarrelsome,”’ and 
adds: 

‘‘On March 23, while marching on the 
grounds with several hundred others, the 
patient was struck by another patient and 
thrown to the ground. He continued 
marching and made no complaint, but ex- 
hibited some slight bruises afterward. On 
March 29 the patient was pushed down 
several steps of a fire escape by another 
paticnt, and later in the day was found 
to have fractures of the eighth, ninth, 
tenth, and eleventh ribs on the left side. 
He made no complaint, but said he had 
been struck and pushed by another pa- 
tient. He was transferred to the hos- 
pital ward and.put to bed. The next 
day fractured ribs were found on the 
right side. 

‘“‘His disease, general paralysis, ren- | 
dered him quite insensible to pain, and the | 
well-known fragibility of bones in this| 
disease doubtless explains the case witn | 
which the ribs were fractured. | 

The Coroner asked Dr. Fhilip Smith, 
who was in charge of Cologero, for the 
names of the patients who had struke and 
pushed Cologero, but he said he could not 
give them. 

“*T propose to go into this inquiry very 
said Coroner Harburger' 
yesterday. ‘* When I have been in one of | 
these institutions guards have stood about | 
as thick as bees.

BALLOON TRIPTO-MORROW 


Dr. and Mrs, Thomas to Make an 
Ascension at Pittsfield, 


DE LA VAULX MAY GO UP, TOO 


Mrs. Thomas Says She Is Looking For- 
ward Eagerly to the Trip and 
Has No Fears. 


Dr. Julian P. Thomas of 172 West Sev- 
enty-second Street completed arrange- 
ments yesterday to make a balloon ascen- 
sion to-morrow with his wife, from Pitts- 
field, Mass. Charles Levee, the young 
French aeronaut, will accompany Dr. and 
Mrs. Thomas as pilot. The same balloon 
will be used in which Dr. Thomas made 
his first trip last week, the day preceding 
the fatal ascension of Paul Nocquet. It is 
the medium-sized balloon of the three that 
Count de la Vaulx brought over with him, 
and holds about 85,000 cubic feet of gas. 
It is called the Orient. 

Mrs. Thomas, provided the ascension is 
successful, will be the first woman In this 
country to make a flight through the air 
in an ordinary balloon. She said yester- 
day that she was looking forward eagerly 
to the ascent. 

“Ever since my husband told me how 
peaceful and delightful were the sensa- 
tions of ballooning I have been anxious to 
accompany him,” said Mrs. Thomas. “TI 
had not expected to go up, however, until 
Dr. Thomas’s new balloon arrives from 
Paris, but we have heard that it cannot 
be delivered within a month or so, and as 
I am to leave for California before May 
1, the present trip was planned. I have 
every faith in Mr. Levee, for he has made 
over a score of; successful ascensions in 
France, and his skill is highly commended 
by Count de la Vaulx. I witnessed Dr. 
Thomas's first ascension last week, and 
I saw how very simple it was. 

“Going up from Pittsfield, we will have 
the double advantage of making a fairly 
long trip, and in no danger of being blown 
out to sea. I have no fear at all. In fact, 
I am more eager than I have ever been 
to see what a balloon trip is like, and my 
hope is that Wednesday will be a delight- 
ful day, and that we can make an early 


| start.” 


The balloon was shipped to Pittsfield 
yesterday, and with it went Count de la 
Vaulx's big balloon, the Centaure, holding 
more than 50,000 cubic feet of gas, one of 
the largest balloons that has ever been 
used abroad. In this balloon the Count 
has made some of his longest journeys, 
including his record-breaking trip for dis- 
tance from Paris to the Russian border, 
nearly 1,200 miles. 

It is likely that the Count will make an 
ascension in this balloon with two or three 
members of the Aero Club to-morrow. It 
will depend, however, upon the facilities 
for inflating the balloons at the Pittsfield 
gas works. Last week a sixteen-inch pipe 
was connected with the gas tank so as to 
supply a large quantity of gas, and it is 
believed that it will take barely an hour 
to fill the balloon in which Dr. and Mrs. 
Thomas will ascend.
